time it tooK to secure it and the dan- 
ger of settirg it in tbe eyes. But since 
the following discovery it has been an 
easy matter; Cut a thick slice off of 
one end of an onion, but do not peel, 
as the skin helps to protect tbe eyes 
and fingers. Hold tbe onion on the 
table with one hand and scrape the cut 
side gently with a teaspoon until the 
required quantity of juice is secured, 
emptying the spoon as It fills. A tea- 
spoonful or two is usually all that is 
necessary to secure the required flavor 
in any disli to which It Is added.—
